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ONSIDERED HARD 
SLAM AT CABINET 


President's Notice to Members 
Not To Give Out News 
to Press, 


WORSE THAN ANYTHING 
CLEVELAND EVER DID 


Shows He Has No Confidence in Cab- 
inet—Secretary Root Favorable 
to Atlanta National Park. 
Stevens’ Commission — 
Measure.

Washington, March 9.—(Speciai.)—The 
announcement from the white house that 
hereafter all news concerning cabinet 
meetings must be given out by the secre- 
tary to the president and that members 
of the cabinet must not discuss cabinet 
meetings with representatives of the press 
is generally regarded the hardest slam 
that any president has ever given the 
members of his cabinet. 

It is, In effect, notice to members of the 
cabinet that the president does not con- 
sider them the possessors of judgment or 
discretion. The heads of the different 
executive departments do not take at all 
kindly to this reflection upon them, ¢s- 
pecially as their friends in the senate 
and house are inclined to poke fun at 
them comcerning the position in which 
they have been placed. 

No previous president has ever gone 
to these lengths. There have been times 
when, before cabinet meetings broke up, 
there would be a general agreement that 
centain matters should not be discussed 
with outsiders, but even Mr. Cleveland, 
who was criticised for keeping members 
of his cabimet in the background and 
dominating them, never went to the 
length of forbidding them to discuss such 
cabinet matters as in their judgment 
they saw fit. 

President McKinley had the happy fac- 
ulty of impressing all those who conferred 
with him with the feeling that he reposed 
absolute confidence in them, and on impor- 
tant matters this confidence was not mis- 
placed, either in the case of members of 
the cabinet or of others. 

Ther are one or two members of the 
present cabinet who seem to believe that 
the newspapers of the country have no 
right whatsoever to know what is going 
on. These are men wo have never be- 
fore figured jn public life and whose heads 
have suffered decided enlargement since 
their selection to high place in this ad- 
ministration. These men are understood 
to indorse the mystery which the presi- 
dent seeks to throw around his confer- 
encés with his official advisers. But the 
men of widest political experience in the 
cabinet and out of it construe this ac- 
tion of the president as not only an im- 
politic move, but one which is a distinct 
reflection upon the members of the pres- 
ident’s official household who are told, in 
effect, that they are mere department 
chiefs whose judgment cannot be relied 
Wpon. ; / 

The National Parks. 

While Secretary of War Root looks with 
favor upon the proposition to preserve as 
national parks the principal battle fields 
of the civil war, he is. opposed to an in- 
crease in the number of commissions to 
look after ‘these properties. 

Heretofore it has been the policy of con- 
gress to create a separate commission for 
each national park. Secretary Root, who 
has given -considereble time to the con- 
sideration of proposed parks, believes that 
it will be better to have one central com- 
mission to has genera] supervision of ali 
of these properties. It is in ‘ine with 
his suggestions that Mr. Stevens, of Min- 
nesota, has introduced a bill to provide 
for a national park commission. 

This bill specifies that the restoration, 
Preservation and suitable marking for 
historical and military study of such bat- 
tle fields as are now or may hereafter be 
acquived by the United States, shall, sub- 
ject to the supervision and direction of 
the sacretary of war, be in change of five 
commissioners to be appointed by the sec- 
retarv of war from persons considered 
by him to be especially well qualified 
for the performance of the duties of the 
position and each of whom shall have 
actvely participated in one of the great 
battles of the civil war. The commis- 
sSioners white om actve duty are to be paid 
such compensation as the eecretary of 
war shall deem reasonable and just. The 
duty of these commissioners, as outlined 
in Mr. Stevens’ bill, is to report upon and 
arrange for the acquisition of the nec- 
essary lands, battle fields, parks, monu- 
ments and points of interest; to superin- 
tend the opening of roads and the re- 
pair of the same; to ascertain and defi- 
nitely mark the lines of battle of all 
troops engaged respectively in the bat- 
tes concerned, and to do such other work 
in connection with the restoration of said 
battle fields and the establishment of 
military parks thereon as the secretary 
of war may direct. 

Since this bill was introduced some gen- 
tlemen interested in mMitary parks has 
pointed out to the secretary the advisa- 
bility of having, in addition to this cen- 
tral commission, one resident commission- 
er for each park and it is understood that 
Secretary Root agrees that this would 
be the better plan. It is practically cer- 
tain, therefore, that if any bill bearing 
upon the subject is passed by this con- 
eress it will contain the provision for 
resident commissioners as wel as for the 
central commission. 


The War Department Bill. 

The bill for the reorganization of the 
departments of the army by the absorp- 
tion of existing departments into a new 
department of supply meets the general 
approval of military circies. As is well 
known, this bill was prepared at the war 
department under the direction of Sec- 
retary Root; but one thing about it which 
is not generally :‘knewn is that its inspira- 
tion was found in the recommendations

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THEIR BODIES IN THE RIVER 


Body of Fifth Victim of a Gang of 
Murderers Found in River. 


POLICE OFFICERS. ARE PUZZLED | 


Mysterious Crime Committed at 
Beaumont, Tex—Murders for 
Purpose of Robbery. 


Beaumont, Tex., March 9.—The body 
of the fifth victim of a gang of mur- 
derers and robbers was taken from the 
Neches rivep in the eastern suburbs 
of Beaumont at noon today. The first 
of the five bodies was recovered in the 
early part of January. | 

At the finding of the fifth body every 
Officer in the town was set to work on 
the mystery and this evening eighteen 
hoboes, who have been living in the. 
river bottoms opposite the city, were 
arrested and lockad up on ~spspicion 
that they are at the bottom of the series 
of robberies and murders. 

The body found today was that of 
aman about 4 years of age and it had 
lain in the water for perhaps thirty days. 
Every pocket in the clothing worn by 
the corpse had. been rifled and the skull 
and jaw had. been crushed in by a 
blow with some instrument. 

There was not a mark or scrap of 
paper about the body by which it might 
be identified but the wounds on the 
head mage it certain that the man had 
met his death at the hands of a gang 
of murderers and robbers, since his 
death had been brought about exactly 
as in the case of the four victims pre- 
viously taken from the river. The skull 
of each had been mashed in and val- 
uables which two of them were known 
to have had were missing. The pockets 
bore eyidence of having been rifled in 
each case. 


TWO DEAD MEN ON THE TRACK. 


Experience of Trainmen Near Mon- 
mouth Junction. . 

New Brunswick, N. J., March 9.—The 
fast freight, east bound, due here at 2 
o’clock this morning, had a rather un- 
usual and unpleasant experience between 
Trenton and this city. Two dead men 
were encountered, one’ of them having 
been killed by the train itself, and once 
the train was stopped to search for a 
body which could not be found. As the. 
train approached Princeton junction it 
hit and.kiHed a man. The train stopped 
and the body was cared for. 

When near Monmouth junction the train 
was stopped at a signal from the head 
brakeman, who said it had hit another 
man, A search of the track for a mile 
back failed to locate the body. As the 
train neared Milistone the glare of the 


headlight revealed the body of another 


man lying near the rafis. It was that of 
Howard R. Breese, of New Brunswick. 
He is supposed to have been struck about 
11 o'clock by another train while walking 
home from Franklin park.

Washington, March 9.—Sunday . brought 
something of a lull In the agitation over 
Cuban reciprocity, although the elements 
for and against concessions continued to 
prosecute their plans in anticipation of 
the struggle on Tuesday“night, when the 
fourth conference of house republicans 
will be held. During the day there were 
no formal meetings, but the leaders on 
each side held many informal meetings 
and consultations. The tactical plans of 
the ways and means committee are large- 
ly committed to Representative Long, of 
Kansas, who was busy prosecuting his 
canvass. 

Mr. Long wae in consultation during 
the day with Speaker Henderson, who 
is taking an active interest in having 
the ways and means committee support- 
ed, on the ground that the opposition 
is one which to some extent affects the 
regular organization of the house. The 
various consultations, however, did not 
lead to any new developments in the sit- 
uation. Those who oppose the ways and 
means committee continued to assert that 
they had a list showing 108 republican 
members, with some twenty-five more 
doubtful. If this claim could be made 
good, it would be decisive in the coming 
conference. But Chairman Payne and 
his associates, while giving no figures, 
do not concede the strength claimed by 
the opposition. 

When seen tonight Mr. Payne declined 
to say what the committee plans are, or 
to make any claims, but said he was 
entirely satisfied with the situation. One 
of the leaders of the opposition element 
says that the main effort on Tuesday 
night would be to defer all action, at 
least for this session of congress.

ARD LINER ETRURIA 


ANCHORS IN THE AZORES 


Horta, Azores, March 9.—The Cunard 
line steamer Etruria anchored here at 6 
o'clock this (Sunday) evening. All on 
boerd were well. She had a comparative- 
ly uneventful passage, except for the 
breakdown, which occurred during the 
dinner hour of February 26. When this 
occurred the Etruria had only just finish- 
ed speaking by wireless telegraphy with 
the Cunard line steamship Umbria. After 
the accident was discovered the Etruria 
celled the Umbria wirelessly for one hour, 
but without success, 

Upon examinaticn it was found that 
the ship’s propeller had broken off out- 
side the tube and that the rudder had 
been carried away by the propeller. The 
Etruria then sent up rockets, which were 
seen by the British steamer Wiliiam Cliff. 
The latter bore down and was alongside 
in fifty minutes after the accident. She 
stood by until daylight when, after sev- 
eral attempts, she succeeded in passing 
a hawser aboard the Etruria. The tank 
steamer Ottawa arrived on the scene at 
this time. The William Cliff then. at- 
tempted to tow the Etruria, while the 
Ottawa stood by for two days and then 
left for Fayal, bearing the second officer 
of the Etruria to report the disaster and 
obtair assistance. In the meanwhile the 


crew of the Etruria had made every ef- 
fcrt to rig a jury rudder, which, after 
two attempts, was successfully adjusted 


and is still in position. 
The passengers of the Etruria were 


satisfied they were in no danger and they 
praise the conduct of the captain and 
crew of the vessel. 

The Etruria reports having sighted the 
Italian mail steamer Sarderga, from Na- 
ples, February 26, for New York, last 
Wednesday, March 5. The Sardenga stood 
by, but finding she could be of no assist- 
ance, proceeded on her course. 

The Etruria was hoping to communicata 
vith the North German Lloyd steamer 
Krenprinz with wireless telegraph, but 
her masts were broken in several places 
and she was unable to repair them until 
the weather had improved, when it was 
too late. After the accident, the passage 
of the Cunard steamer was entirely un- 
eventful. 

The Etruria will wait here for the ar- 
rival of the Royal mail steamer Elbe, 
which will carry the Etruria’s passengers 
to England. ‘The Etruria will then be 
towed heme by the two tugs.

Denver, Colo., March 9.—John F. Spald- 
ing was born in Bélgrade, Me., August 25, 
1828, After attending. Bowdoin college 
and the General Theological seminary, he 
was ordained to the priesthood of Christ 
church, Gardner, Me. He was eleCted 


Mexico in October. 1873. When he first 
came to the west there were but seven 
Episcepal churches in his diccese. Now 
there are more thin ore hundred in Colo- 
rado alone, and nearly all of them were 
started by Bishop Spalding. New Mexico 
and Wyoming were set off as separat: 
dioceses over twenty years ago. Western 
Colorado was segregated ten years ag». 
Bishop Spalding was well known among 
the western. Indian tribes, and has per- 
formed successful missionary work. with 
them, 

He established the first Episcopal church 
in Arizona, the one at Prescott.

They Reject Decision of Arita

THE STRIKE STILL OK 
AND TROUBLE. FEARED

The Opinion Prevails That the Street 
Railway Company Was Favored 
by the Committee—Strikers 
Object To Retaining 

- Non-Union Men. 


Norfolk, Va., March 9.—From present 
indications the strike is by no means 
over. It is very probabie that the strikers 
will mot accept the terms of settlement 
mamed by the arbitration committee of 
the chamber of commerce last night. 
Both the strikers and the company 
agreed originally to abide by the arbi- 
tration decision. 

The main objection of the strikers is 
that they are required to work with non- 
union men; thai only 85 per cent of them 
will be reemployed and that they must 
sign the surety company bond. The cars 
ran today under military guard, and to- 
night the guard was doubled. 

The riot last night waS the fiercest 
since the strike started and several sol- 
diers and cipizens were injured. 

Sam Kelly, a strike leader, boarded a 
car today and abused a non-union con- 
ductor. A fight with the guard followed 
and Kelly was clubbed over the head 
with a rifle butt. He was badly cut and 
when carried to police headquarters was 
covered with blood. Laiter he was bailed 
for his appearance in court tomorrow. 

The general opinion regarding the arbi- 
tration committee’s decision is that it 
is entirely in favor of the company. The 
officers of the company are Satisfied. 

The strikers here are awaiting Rich- 
mond developments, and if there is a 


strike there the strike here will surely 
continue. 

The city is quiet tonight and the strik- 
ing electrical workers nearly all have re- 
turned to work. 

: Decision of Strikers. 

The striking car men met tonight and 
after a closed meeting, lasting several 
hours, decided not to go back to work 
under the conditions prescribed in the 
decision of the arbitration committee. 
Hugh G. Miller and D, J. Coleman, Jr., 
counsel for the strikers, advised them 
they were bound by their letter to the 
chamber of commerce, accepting the arbi- 
tration committee, to abide by that body’s 
decision. The strikers refused to ac- 
cept this advance and counsel washed 
their hands of the case. 

R. Lancaster Williams, president of 
the Norfolk Railway and Light Company, 
received the result of the meeting at the 
Monticello hotel, and immediately com- 
municated. with the Williams people in 
Richmond by telephone. 

The company is determined to run its 
cars regardicss of the strikers now and 
will not treat with them as an organized 
body. The company claims it is in posi- 
tion to secure 500 motormen and conduc- 
tors within twelve hours.

Capture of a Priest by Bandits the

Pekin, March 9.—Chinese officials re 
greatly disturbed over the conditions at 
Jehol (Cheng Te), about one hundred 
miles northeast of Pekir. where bandit 
soldiery have captured a priest. 

An cefficial of the foreign office declares 
that the Russians have already dispatch- 
ed 5 troops to Jehol from the Man- 
churian border. 

The troubles bezan over the settlement 
of clauns of native Christians, and it re- 
sulted in rioting between the Christians 
and the non-Christians. Brigands took 
advantage of these conditions to plunder 
the, country, and the Russian telegraphic 
ccnnecti¢is were incidentally cut. The 
foreign office says that the captured 
priest is a Belgian. 


It was reported March 7 from Pekin 
that the Chinese court had ordered the 
immedate reicase of this priest in order 
to forestall the entry of foreign troops 
into the district of Jehol. which is rich 
in goid mines.

WALLER AND DAY TOBE TRIED 


American Officers Charged with 
Murdering Filipinos. 


COURTMARTIAL IS CALLED 


Colonel Fourney, of Marine Corps, 
Will Preside Over It—Condi- 
tions in Rizal Province. 


Manila, March 9.—Colonel James Four- 
ney, of the marine corps, will preside at 
the courtmartial to try Major Littleton, 
W. T. Wahler and Lieutenant John H. 
A. Day, of the marine corps, March 17 
next, on the charge of executing natves 
of the island of Samar without trial. 
The courtmartial will be composed of 
army officers and officers of the marine 
corps. 

The charges specify that Major Waller 
and Lieutenant Day killed three native 
stevedoreis on the streets of Basey, is'and 
of Samar, without trial. These steve- 
dores were among those who accompanied 
the disastrous expedition of Major Wal- 
ler and a detachment of miarines to the 
interlor of Samar last December. 

It is claimed these stevedores mutinied 
and proceeded to the foothills, where they 
dug camotes (a kind of sweet potato), and 
that they later concealed and refused to 
turn them over to the Americans, saying 
that when the marines died of hunger 
they would have a good supply of arms 
and ammunition. 

Sympathy is expressed for Major Wal- 
ler, who, at that time, was suffering from 
mental] and physical strain. Lieutenant 
Day apparently obeyed Major Waller’s- 
orders. 

Lieutenant Howland, of the Twenty- 
first infantry, an aide on the staff of Gen- 
eral Wheaton, who was sent to report 
on the state of affairs in Rizal province, 
after the recent outbreak of activity 
there, reports that the insungents have 
not been digpersed and that the soldiers 
and constabulary are closely pursuing 
them.

WHAT CONGRESS HAS ON HAND. 


Senate To Discuss Ship Subsidy.

BANKS PROTECT 
GOLD RESERVE 


That Is the Object of Bill To 
Be Introduced in the 
House. 


FOWLER, THE MOVER. 
EXPLAINS MEASURE 


Will Divide United States Into Dis- 
trict Clearing Houses—Banks 
To Assume Redemption 
of Notes in Gold 
Coin. 


Washington,. March 9.—Chairman Fow- 
ler, of the house committee on banking 
and currency, tomorrow will introduce 
an important financial measure, framéd 
by the republican members of the com- 
mittee after coferences extending through 
the last two months. It brings together 
into one financial measure a number of 
propositions which have been urged sep- 
eretely heretofore. Mr. Fowler explains 
the purposes of the bill as follows: 

“To transfer from the government to 
the banks the responsibility of protecting 
the necessary gold reserve and the bur- 
‘den of furnishing gold for export, there- 
by saving our commerce from the de- 
structive apprehensions growing out of 
raids upon the gold in the treasury, which 
can now only be replenished by a tax im- 
posed upon th people through the sale 
of bonds; to provide a currency always 
resporsive and adequate to the demands 
of trade everywhere, and to equalize and 
lower the average rate of interest in all 
parts of the United States, to secure for 
American enterprise and American capi- 
tal the privileges and opportunities of en- 
faging in international banking under 
nétional law and s) lay a foundation upon 
which to build ap American merchant 
marine; to remove the last vestige of 
doubt with regard to our standard of 
value, 

“TIME measure provides for international 
banking, and a division of banking and 
currency is established, under a board of 
control, instead of a single individual in 
the person of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency as heretofore. The board will con- 
sist cf three members, whose terms of 
office are for twelve years, so arranged 
that only one member will rotire every 
four years, 

“If the measure now introduced should 
become a law, it is confidently believed 
that the national banks will assume the 
current redemption in gold coin of one 
kundred and thirty millions cf United 
Siates notes. In consideration of the ob- 
ligation assumed by the national banks 
they will have the right, during the suc- 
ceeding five years, to issue gradually, as 
business may require, an amount of bank 
fictes equal] to 60 per centum of their paid 
up and unimpaired capital; provision be- 
ing made also “»r an emergency circula- 
ticn. As the notes are taken out for cir- 
culation the banks will. deposit with the 
gcvernment a guarantee fund of 5 per 
céntum of the amount of the notes so is- 
sued. The national banks hereafter will 
be required to pay interest upon the gov- 
ernment deposits at the rate of 1 per 
centum per annum. F 

“This 5 per centum guarantee fund, and 
the tax upon the bank notes will be is- 


excess of such taxes, with the interest 
on the government deposits, will be used 
ito pay off the, United States notes which 
the banks assume to currently redeem. 

“The United States will be divided into 
clearing house districts to facilitate the 
current redemption of the bank notes, so 
that the amount of notes outstanding at 
any time always will be coordinated with 
the amount of tradirg to be done, pre- 
cisely as checks and drafts reflect the 
amount of commercial work being car- 
ried on. 

“By ‘and with the consent of the board 
of control, barks may have more than 
cne place for doing business, being au- 
thorized to establish themselves in the 
various citics of the country. 

“No bank note of a denomination less 
than $10 will be issued and the secretary 
of the treasury shall not issue a silver 
certificate of a denomination greater than 
$5, and thereafter, upon the presentation 
to him of one hundred silver dollars or 
any multiple thereof, and a demand for 
their redemption, shall exchange gold 
coin for the same.’’ 


DEDICATION OF BERLIN 
ROYAL HIGH SCHOOL 


By Edward T. Heyn. 

Bertin, February 27.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The dedication April 1 of the 
new building of the royal high school 
for music and art in Charlottenburg is 
of special interest to America, as many 
noted musicians from the United States 
have studied at the famous institution 
under Germany's greatest master and 
teacher, Joseph Joachim. This monu- 
mental structure, erected out of sand- 
stone, fs built in baroque style and is 
crowned in the middle by a beautiful 
watch tower. The inscription on the 
building is as follows: “Artes fundamen- 
tum natura’’—the foundation of art is na- 
ture. Three entrances fead to a magnifi- 
cent hall. Over the main portal is seen a 
large shield entwined with leaves of oak, 
bearing the porttrait relief of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II, protected by two mighty 
eagles. 

This new building was made necessary 
owing to the great increase of musicai 
students, especially of those coming from 
America, 

Musical conditions in Europe in recent 
years have greatly changed, for while 
formerly the bést consérvatories were 
found in Leipzig, Vienna and Paris, Ber- 
lin has now become the Mecca of all am- 
bitious musical students. This is not to 
be considered sunprising, since the Ger- 
man capital has in its midst the most 
noted teachers of the word.

Numerous soloists and artists from 
all parts of the globe comstantly give ex- 
eellent concerts. For all these musical 
treats the musical student receves tickets 
at much more moderate prices than he is 
able to obtain at home. Therefore the 
American musical student who is in Ber- 
lin seldom misses a concert of any im- 
portance; often the representatives of 
America are satisfied to take standing 
room, and it is wonderful with what 
patience our fair representatives stand 
for hours listening to the rare nmrusical 
treats thus offered them. It is true that 
at home one could have a Thomas con- 
cert much more comfortably, but it must 
be remerrbered that the musical student 
who comes and goes to all these concerts 
pays for a splendid big philharmonic sym-

WILLING TO RETURN TO WORE 


——__ 


But They Object To Recognizing the 
Fngineers’ Contract—Strike 
May End Today. 


Cincinnati, March 9,—The lockout of the 
brewerv workmen of Cincinnati, Coving> 
ton and Newpor:, which has been in 
progress for a month, promises to. end 
tomorrow. The main issue now is on the 
brewery workmien’s ‘request that ail their 
men be allowed to return without acting 
on the recognition of the engineers’ cori- 
tract, and all parties to the controversy 
shall abide by.the decision of the Amere 
ican Federation of Labor. 

The United Brewery Workmen were in 
session today, and their committee on 
conference was given fuJl power to clos3 
with the brewers at a canference to be 
held tomorrow. There were more than 
two thousand men out originally, but 
many have returned to their posts. More 
than one thousand workmen will be af- 
fected by the resylt of the conference 
tomorrow. 


Will Resume Work Today. 
Shamokin, Pa., March 9.—The local col- 
lieries of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Ccal and Iron Company and the Union 
Coal Company, which were clesed down 
last week by the flcods, will resume oper- 
ations tomorrow, along with a number of 
individual mines. .

Cost of Living Is High. 


But while it is indeed true that all these 
musical advantages can be obtained in 
Berlin at a very low price, it is entirely 
wrong to suppose that the cost of living 
in Berlin is much cheaper than in Ameri- 
ca. One pays, for example, in a Berlin 
pension or boarding house 100 to 150 marks 
a@ month ($25 to $37); to this must be add- 
ed rent for piano, which amounts to 9 to 
14 marks ($2.25 to $3.60) a month, to which 
come the cost of numerous concerts and 
operas, as well as other extras not even 
considering the money paid for lessons. 

The majority of musical students who 
come here from. America are women. 
American parents: should not send their 
daughters to Berlin too young an age or 
alone, for, unfortunately, owing to the 
great exclusiveness of the German peo- 
ple, the American girl is compelled to live 
in pensions, where an opportunity is se- 
dom given her to come in touch with Ger- 
man family life. What it means for an 
American woman to be alone in Berlin is 
illustrated by the fact that it is not con- 
sidered proper for unmarried or unen- 
gaged young people to be seen together 
on the street. Therefore it is a common 
occurrence that if a woman attends a Ger- 
Man party, even at a private house, she 
is compe.led to walk home alone, often at 
a late hour, even though numerous gen- 
tlemen may be present. 

American musical -students in Berlin 
are, as a rule, popular, for not only are 
they bright and studious, but what is 
more important, it is supposed that they 
are alWays able to pay big prices for the 
most expensive instruction from the most 
noted teachers. Musical students in Ber- 
lin, however, soon earn that as every- 
where the most expensive teachers are 
not always the. best,.egpecially not for be- 
ginners. It is therefore a most unwise 
thing for musical students from America 
to come to Berlin for musical study un- 
less they are so far advanced that they 
can profit under .the instruction of these 
high-priced ‘teachers for a lesson of fifty 
to sixty minutes, of which usually twelve 
minutes are spent in greeting and say- 
ing goodby, cost from 20 to 40 marks ($5 
to $10). AS a rule the most forma] rela- 
tions exist between’ the master and his 
pupil, which does not seem at ail home- 
ike to the foreigner, but, of course, thete 
are notable exceptions. The American 
student, however, with that wonderful 
adaptability which he possesses for ac- 
commodating Himself to new  circum- 
stances, after a time becomes thoroughly 
acclimated and is soon enabled to make 
the best out of his opportunities here. 

Student Must Hire a Hall. 

After the musical student has succeeded 
under the guidance of a kind master in 
thoroughly equipping himself for a musi- 
cal career, he naturally wishes to show 
his talents before a. crittcal public. He 
accomplishes this by applying to a con- 
cert agency which has a monopoly of the 
business. This agency agrees to furnish 
the Bechstein hall for an evening concert 
for 168 to 180 marks ($42 to $45) and in the 
in the daytime for 90 marks ($22.50 to 
$27.50). These prices include service and 
light for a time of two hours and for 
every quarter of an hour more 5 marks 
($1.25) more are charged. When the hall 
is ordered an advance payment of 150 
marks ($37.50) is required, while for per- 
formances held during the day an ad- 
vance charge of 50 marks ($12.50) is made. 
If a concert is ordéred off, no money is 
returned, unless some one else in the 
meantime rents the hall. For a rehearsal, 
if the same is, public and held during the 
Gay, 5 marks ($12.50) is demanded, but if 
the Same takes place in the evening the 
full price is exacted. No more tickets can 
be issued than the hall holds, vf, 499 for 
the balcony. ) 

The Beethoven Saal, which is also under 
the game management, has room for 
1,000 people and the price of the hall for 
one coneert in the evening is 2@ marks 
($62.50) with Mght, and 150 marks ($37.50) 
for use of the hall in the daytime. When 
the hall is ordered an advance payment of 
175 marks ($43.77) is requred for evening 
performances and 100 marks ($25) for the 
daytime. Similar charges are made here 
for other Berlin halls. The famous nphil- 
harmonic orchestra can be obtained for 
soloist concerts at 620 marks ($155); for 
orchestra concerts at 700 marks ($175); 
for everv but one reheargal 200 marks ($50). 
If a rehearsal is held in the evening a 
charge of 400 marks. ($1) is made. Re- 
hearsale can last for three hours inclu- 
tact of any two pieces of metal, provided 
one of these pieces is nolished and one 
oxidized.

HE WANTS A COMMISSION 
TO PASS ON THE TRUSTS | 


If Commission’ Decides Corporation 
Is 2 Trust, Condemnation Is To 
Follow—Son of President 
Harper Is Blacking 
Shoes. 


Ghicago, Ills, March 9.—(Special.)— 
James Hamilton Lewis, once congressman 
from the state of Washington, but who 
now has cast aside his political ambi- 
tions, he says, “to work for the interests 
of the national democratic party,’”’ came 
to Chicago this morning with a brand 
new trust remedy. 

“Jim Ham,” as they call him out in 
hiis own state, is on this way to Washing- 
ton to offer his remedy to congress free 
of charge. 

“The trouble with the democratic par- 
ty,” said he, “is that it denounces too 
much and does not furnish enough rem- 
edies. Now, my plan is to appoint a 
commission which would have the power 
to pass oh the question whether or not 
any corporation is a trust. If it shouN 
be decided a corporation is a trust, the 
commission would have the right to con- 
demn the company and its holdings just 
the same as the government condemns 
land for its own use. All the trust's 
property would be forfeited to the gov- 
ernment. Then a jury would appraise 
the property. The amount settled upon 
would be paid to the stockholders of 


the corporation. 

“Then, in order to reimburse itself, the 
government woukd sell the plant at auc- 
tion. I think that scheme would stop 
the formation of trusts. If a corpora- 
tion knew that any day the commission 
might swoop down and condemn it the 
officers would not water the stock. I can 
see no fault with this plan, and I think 
it would solve the trusts problem .for 
the democratic party and the country.” 

Hunt for Brutal Thief. 

Chicago can lay claim to the most 
despicable burgilar in the entire country. 
Mrs. Hedwig Johnson, 78 years of age, 
was left alone in her house by ‘her mar- 
ried children, who went to call upon rela- 
tives. In moving about she fell, extin- 
guishing the lamp and breaking her 
arm. Her feeble cries for help were final- 
ly heard by a man who was passing. 
The aged lady begged him to break a 
window and come to her assistance. He 
broke the window, clamb=-red in, but in- 
stead of helping the sufferer to her feet, 
placed a revolver to her head ahd forced 
her to tell where the valuables were con- 
cealed. Packing up everything of value 
he could carry away, the burglar de- 
parted by the front door. Then the paor 
old creature fainted with pain and fright 
and was found three hours later by her 
relatives. The robber did not have hu- 
manity enough to turn her into a more 
comfcrtable position.

‘““Prexy’s’”’ Son Shines Shoes. 

Paul Harper, second son of the presi- 
dent of the University of Chicago, who 
is a student at Morgan Fark military 
academy, ran short of allowance money 
this week. He did not telegraph to his 
father, but instead, opened up a shot- 
polishing stand and in a half day shin- 
ed 150 pairs of shoes, assisted by two of 
his companions. Not belonging to the 
union the lads cut the price to 5 cents, 
Even at that they found themselves with 
plenty of spending money at the end of 
the day's labor. Other gtudents and 
even the janitors at the academy caught 
on to the spirit of the thing and every- 
body patronized the youngsters. Any man 
whose shoes had not been shined by Pres- 
ident iHarper’s son was considered a so- 
cial outcast. 

The next day the regular allowance 
came to young Harper, but he regrets 
to abandon a business that has proven 
so lucrative.

Berlin Boerse Was «uiet During the 
Past Week. 


VALUES WELL MAINTAINED 


Scarcity of Money Yn Londen Re- 
stricted Operations — Foreign 
Bonds in Fair Demand. 


Berlin, March 9.—The boerse showed 
a decidedly quieter tome during the past 
week, and the volume of transactions 
was considerably reduced. A waiting at- 
titude was displayed here, with little dis- 
position. to invest. , | 

Although the boerse lacked animation 
and ouwtsiders are holding aloof, values 
in all departments were fairly well main- 
tained. In some iines moderate advances 
were recorded. German and Prussian 
funds were rather heavily sold upon do- 
mestic and fareign orders, but without 
breaking. The quotations on bank stocks 
declined moderately after the advanc%s 
of the previous week. The report of the 
Disconto Gesellschaft deciares a dividend 
of 8 per cent, as against a dividend of 
9 per cent last year, and is regarded as 
disappointing. 

Iron shares mostiy gained lightly upon 
several price advances such as in wire, 
wire nails and sheets. English and Ger- 
man pig iron was also slightly higher on 
Dusseldorf exchange. Silesia reports an 
increasing demand and soarcity of pig 
iron at some of the works. 

Coal shares weakened during the first 
part of the week as a result of a proposi- 
tion on the part of the syndicate to in- 
crease the restriction of the output by 5 
per cent, but recovered later upon the 
announcament that the actual restriction 
of the coke syndicate for the month of 
February was only 30 per cent instead of 
the nominal #8 per cent. The quotations 
on most of the coal shares are today 
slightly above the quotations of Jan- 
uary 1. 

Cements and textiles, 
moderately.

out of the conduct of the war with Spain. 

Secretary Root is authority for the 
statement that the recommendations cf 
that commission were followed in spirit 
in this reorganization bill. Captain BE. P. 
Howell, of Atlanta, who was a member 
of that commission, was consulting with 
the secretary of war upon another matter 
Taist week, when Secretary Root brought 
up the subject of the investigating com- 
mission and its work. He went over with 
Captain Howell the details of the bill and 
Showed him how its whole purpose was 
to do away with a lot of red tape in the 
relations of the different departments and 
how this was exactly in line with the 
commission's recommendations. 

Incidentally Secretary Root expreseed 
his hearty approval of the bill providing 
for the Atlanta military park. He js not 
in favor of all of the park bills which 
have been introduced, but he does favor 
the Atlanta bill. 

Sleeping Peacefully at Present. 

The republican politicians who made 
such a hard fight to secure the adoption 
of the Crumpacker resolution by the fre- 
publican caucus are just now wondering 
what is going to be the result of the 
movement which they argued was 80 es- 
sential to the welfare of their party. The 
committee an rules, which was Instructed 
by a resolution of the caucus to pave 
the way for investigation into the south- 
ern election conditions, has as yet done 
nothing. It is known that the repub- 
lican m4mbers of that committee are not 
at all enthusiastic over theee efforts to 
stir factional or sectional lines, and the 
friends of the Crumpacker resolution 
have in vain endsavored to get action. 

Thers was no quorum present at the 
iaST republican caucus, but a resolution © 
was adopted, with only a few dissenting, 
authorizing the committee on ruleg to 
present a resolution for the selection of 
a committee to investigate suffrage con- 
ditions. This was a very much milder 
resolution than that which was originally 
advocated. While there was much oppo- 
sition to any agitation of the clections 
question, those oppcsed ‘consented to the 
adoption ot this resolution because it was 
the understanding that the committee ‘f 
anthorized would simply devote itself to 
the compilation of material to be timed 
in the interest of republican candidates 
for congress in such estates as Ohio, In- 
Mana, Kansas and others where there 
are a lot of negro votes. 

The most influential of the republican 
leaders are very lukewarm toward this 
movement, and it is nderstood that 
Speaker Henderson and his associates 
upon the committee on rules do not con- 
sider the resolution adopted by the cau- 
cus, in view of the fact that less than 
a4 qvorum was present, is particularly 
binding upon them. A good many re- 
publicans believe that the members of 
the committee will stave off action until 
the closing days of this session, and if 
possible will ignore entirely the #0-called 
‘caukus Instruction.” If they report a 
resolution it will be against their better 
judgment and there is no certainty, tn 
view of the lukewarmn ss of many re- 
publicans, that a resolution providing for 
an investigating committee can be put 
through the house.

Skull of Dead Man Found 
Near Macon, Displays Evi- 
dence of Blow. 


BODY TAKE: FROM SOD 
FOR IDENTIFICATION 


Viewec by Dan Coffey, Who Declares 
It as His Belief That the Body 
Is That of His Missing 
Brother, Mike 
Coffey. 


Macon, Gat, March 9.—(Special.)—The 
body of the man who was found dead a 
few days ago in the swamp below the 
city and was buried in Clay’s cemetery 
in Bast Macon without identification, af- 
ter the coroner’s inquest, was disinterred 
today and carried to Undertaker Hart’s 
under the idea that it might be the_re- 
mains of Mike Coffey, the well-known 
plumber. When Dan Coffey viewed the 
body this morning he felt convinced that 
it was that. of his brother Mike. 

The body was so badly decomposed and 
the fiesh of the face having come off, pos- 
itive identification was impossible; but 


that were on the corpse as like those 
whith he knew his brother possessed. 
The same was true about the shoes. 

County Physician Worsham made an 

examination of the corpse this afternoon 
ard discovered an inch crack tn the skull, 
which was caused by some kind of a blow. 
The supposition, therefore, is that the de- 
ceased was murdered, but by whom is a 
mystery. 
_So convinced is Dan Coffey that the 
aead man was his brother that he has 
ordered the remains prepared for decent 
burial, and they will be interred tomor- 
row in the family burial lot in Rose Hill 
cemetery. 

Mike Coffey was last seen on the 30th 
aay of hast November. 
has ever been found, unless the dead body 
now under discussion is he. Who mur- 
dered him, if he was murdered, and 
where, when and why, will, perhaps, 
never be known.

BOERS ASK FOR NEUTRALITY. 


South African Soldier Addresses an 
Audience in Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga.,. March 9.—(Special.)-— 
The story of the struggle of the South 
African Boer republics for their  inde- 
pendence was told last night at Masonic 
temple by Commandant Jan Krige, a 
Boer soldier of the Free State. who, until 
some months ago. was an officer under 
Géneral Cronje. He was captured at Klip 
river bv the British. from whom ne 
escaped, but later mad> his way into 
Portuguese territory, where he was de- 
tained and transported to Lisbon. whence 
he came to America to enlist the sym- 
pathies of the American people on behalf 
of the Boers and to induce. if possible, a 
neutrality that will pravent the United 
States from permitting the sale of horses 
and mules to the British government for 

uge in the Scuth African campaigns. 

The commandant was introduced by 
Rev. Dr. W. C. Schaeffer, pastor of the 
Lutheran Church of the Ascension, who 
spoke on behalf of peace to the large 
gathering that heard the Roer speaker. 
Dr. Schaeffer arsured his hearers of the 
thorough autherticity cf the credentials 
that were presened by Commandant 
Krige, voucting for some of those who 
had testified to the part that the Boer 
had played in his country’s struggle. 

Commandant Krige looks every inch a 
soldier, being above 6 feet in height and 
of a massive frame that has impressed all 
beholders. Perfectly erect, carrying him- 
self with military bearing. he looks the 
type that has betn asscciated with the 
ropular idea of th? Boer. As Dr. Schaef- 
fer said, “If all the Boers are like our 
representative here. it is small wonder 
that they have made such defense against 
Great Britain.’’ 

Applause greeted the commandant as 
he arose to addres: his audience. ‘‘We do 
not need your aid.’’ said the commandant, 
“but we want you to be neutral. You 
prevent your horses and mules, of which 
within two years there have been 191,000 
sold to the Gritish, from going to South 
Africa, and we will take care of the 
British soldiers.”’ 

The pose of Great Britain, as having 
been in readiness to interpose on behalf 
of the United States had other nations 
ettempted to interfere during the Spanish 
war, was ridiculed, the speaker declaring 
that “the United States could have licked 
half a dozen countries like Spain and 
Great Britain as well.”

Richmond, ‘ Va., March  9.—(Special.) 
William Clayton, a well known contract- 
ing painter, was killed here today in 
a manner that thus far baffles the po- 
lice. He was found on the street in 
a residential section of the city early 
this morning terribly beaten. He died 
tonight without having regained con- 
sciousness.

IN THE MILLS OF AUGUSTA 


Augusta, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)— 
There is mucn interest in the nossibility 
ofa strike in the mills on March 17. 
The textile workers have made a dg- 
mand upon the King mill for a 10 per 
eent imcrease in wages in certain de- 
partments, if not all over the mill, and 
have fixed March 17 as the date on 
which they will expect a response. 

The management of the King mill as- 
sert that it cannot gr:.nt the increase ask- 
ed for in justice to the owners of the 
property. It is insisted that the increase

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The Police and the Drunks. 

The recent death of a citizen ‘in the 
police station while being detained 
over night on a charge of intoxication 
leads to the belief that a more careful 
supervision of such prisoners should 
be exercised. This is not the first 
case of the kind, but we sincerely 
trust it may be the last. 

The common rule, both in and out 
of police circles, is to regard the 
drunken man as so much “dead wood” 
for the time being of his stupefaction. 
He is generally hustled around, if a 
derelict, into some _ out-of-the-way 
place, or to a station house cell, ‘‘to 
sleep it off,” sober up and pay the 
score next morning. Yet there is no 
man more dependent upon human con- 
sideration and who should be more 
closely safeguarded than such an un- 
fortunate. His mental stupefaction 
and his physical disability, perhaps or- 
ganic conditions, make him peculiar- 
ly lable to sudden perils and death. 

When such a person is put into a cell 
he should be frequently examined. If 
he is seemingly sick and _ suffering 


, 


sician should be called to examine 
h.m and determine what treatment 
should be given him. They city has 
ample provisions for such cases and 
the police should have instrucuons ac- 
cordingly. No one imagines that they 
would knowingly abandon a man to 
die, but they should risk nothing in 
cases that are liable to that fatal 
course. We feel sure that this calling 
attention to the reform that is needed 


quired to accomplish it. 
They Lost All Save Honor. 

The action of ‘the Spanish claims 
commission in handing down a deci- 
sion against the claimants for death 
and injuries received by officers and 
seamen in the wreck of the battle ship 
Maine in Havana harbor over four 
years ago is probably a correct deci- 
sion wnder the terms of the law 
which created and governs the com- 
mission. But the instance of the de- 
cision calls vividly to the attention of 
the people the anomalous condition 
that exists in our naval regulations. 

The destruction of the Maine was 
certainly not the act of the men who 
suffered in the catastrophe. We think 
there can be no question that it was a 
dastardly crime perpetrated against 
the ship, its crew and this country. 
More than two hundred and sixty 
brave officers and men of the republic | 
gave up their lives under most horrt- 
ble conditions in the harbor of Ha- 
vana on that fatal February night of 
1898. The Maine had gone into the 
harbor upon a peaceful and not a hos- 
tile mission. Her officers and crew 
were not operating as upon war duty; 
they had no reasons to suspect that 
their safety was in jeopardy, and yet 
in less time than it takes to tell the 
story the great ship was sunk and more 
than a quarter thousand of American 
sailors were sent to death. 

Since then a brief war with Spain 
was fought. In the course of it our 
ships under Dewey found a Spanish 
fleet in the bay of Manila and smash- 
ed it into junk. A little later our fleet 
off Santiago, led by the unconquerable 
Schley, chased and battered the fleet 
of Cervera until the white flag of sur- 
render floated over every one of his 
helpless hulks. These were glorious 
exploits and to the amazement of the 
world were accomplished with the loss 
of but one man ki.ed in the battles. 

Yet for these almost bloodless 
achievements hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been divided in prize 
money to those participating in them. 
Admirals, commodores and captains 
were granied large sums, und thereby 
placed in positions of future compe- 
tency, if not luxury. But for those 
who went down in the wreck of the 
Maine there is no compen:2.ion for 
the survivors and no relief for the 
helpless tHey left behind them. The 
court of claims can award them noth- 
ing. The Spanish claims commission 
can find no warrant in the scope of its 

“to give them or their de- 
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treasury. Apparently there is no hope 
for them except in the charity that 
a future congress may choose to be- 
stow upon them. 

x th torts Webbe Vie’ © Ub dee. 
tion of justice to the people who suf- 
fered by the crime done to the Maine 
is ever taken up in congress, ample 
compensation will be given to those 
who survived and who are entitled to 
receive relief from the country in 
whose service the martyrs perish-d. 
And, also, that there will be coupled 
with the act a provision for the abso- 
iute repeal of the naval prize money 
act, which is a rank survival from the 
old times of piracy and reprisal on 
the high seas. It is an act that has 
no proper place in the statute books 
of a country like this. Its operations 
are contrary to the American sense of 
justice and its bounties in the past, 
especially in the more _ recent past, 
have been given tothose who least de- 
served them. There are no prize- 
money laws in the army and there 
should be none in the navy. Let the 
men of both arms of the service do 
their duties under equal conditions, 
and when the question of awards for 
exceptional heroism, or suffering, or 
martyrism arises, let equal and exact 
justice be done to the deserving of one 
service as fully as to those of ‘the 
other, and to the dependents of the 
dead as well as to the independent 
among the living. 

The victims of the Maine have been 
too soon forgotten and their depend- 
ents have been altogether too long 
neglected. Poor fellows, they indeed 
lost all save honor! 
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American Pig Iron. £ 
, Complete statistics have been ‘re- 
ceived from the manufacturers show-

EDIT ORIAL COMMENT. 


Cincinnati’s Centennial. 

On Wednesday ‘of last week Cincinnati, 
Ohio, joined the Het of American cities 
which have grown to be centenarians. 
Though many other cities in the north- 
west are much oer than Cincinnati, 
none of them have appropriated in large 


‘measure the progressive forces of the sur- 


rounding region of country for the pur- 
pose of making them tributary to the 
march of progress. Some of our readers 
may no doubt be interested in the his- 
tory of the wideawak¢e metropolis, and 
we give it to them in skeleton outline, as 
follows: 

Unlike most historic cities, Cincinnati 
did not begin u its present: name. 
John Filson, its projector, was a valiant 
pioneer, but an incorrigible pedant. Be- 
cause his town site was opposite the 
Licking river’s mouth, from the initial 
of the stream’s name, the Greek “‘os” 
and “anti” and the French ‘‘vile,’’ he 
hatched out ‘‘Losantiville,”” to express 
the geographic fact. Fitson fell a vic- 
tim to the Indians, but at Losantiville cn 
December 28, 1788, Israel Ludlow and 
twenty others started the new town. 
When St. Chair came, two years later, to 
be the northwest’s first governor, he 
laughed away the pedantic title and 
named the frontier village ‘Cincinnati’ 
for the society of revolutionary officers 
to which he belonged. 

By 1801 Cincinnati was quite a thriving 
town. The first legislature of the north- 
west had met there two years before. 
Ohio’s territory had been set off with 
the state’s present boundaries, and Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison was its first dels- 
gate in congress. Cincinnati had two 
newspapers ard the first theater west of 
the Alleghenies. It had hopes of being 
the capital of the new state soon to bea, 
and for that and other reasons had let 
a contract for a court house which was 
to be the largest public building yet con- 
structed west of the mountains. The 
fame year, 1802, that saw Cincinnati’s 
birth as a municipality saw Ohio’s as a 
state. Altogether 1802 was a great year 
for Cincinnati. 

There may have been men in Cincinnati 
then who even dreamed that it might 
be the metropolis of a new nation. 
Louisiana was still in Spanish hands and 
the west was chafing against the barrier 
to its rising trade, and even talking of 
secession frcm a nation that failed to giv? 
it relief. Jefferson's election to the pres- 
‘dency, while generally welcome the 
west, seemed to New England to uproot 
the foundations of society. Sectional feel- 
ing was so strong that even’three years 
later, when the purchase of Louisiana 
had opened the Mississippi, Aaron Burr 
‘could still dream and plot about an inde- 
pendent nation in the southwest. 

Cincinne fi saw that danger of Cisunion 
pass. She helped resist the attempt in 
1813 to reestablish foreign domination in 
the northwest. She grew in wealth and 
power, and became the first center .f 
finance, of literature and art in the old 
rorthwest. She saw fail the great at- 
tempt to divide the nation by the river at 
her feet. She supplied the guiding brain 
cf the celebration of the nation’s raunion 
en its hundredth birthday. She has seen 
Ohio succeed to Virginia as the mother 
of presidents. Though younger rivals 
have passed her in the race for industrial 
supremacy, she still retains much of the 
Uterary distinction that was hers in the 
days before the civil war, and in at least 
one form of art has attained international 
renown.

London, February 27.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—It is all coronation talk 
here—even the ‘wild utterances of that 
Mr. Wheeler, who is so doubtful of his 
countrymen’s dignity that he howls out 
against flunkeyism, ha¥e obtained notice. 
It is an axiom in social economics that 
the man who fearg most that he is being 
patronized is one who would fit that role 
perfectiy. I noticed that one weekly 
here jumps at the conclusion that Con- 
gressman Wheeler and the famous south- 
ern Genéral Wheeler were one and the 
same. The paper reads a lesson to the 
gallant southerner closing with a refer- 
ence to the Greyhound’s rescue of con- 
federate sailors .after the Alabama’s 
fight. 

It is becoming daily more evident that 
the coronation of King Edward VII will 
be perhops the most brilliant pageant 
ever seen and a temporary revival of 
the spendor of medieval times. 

For months past the earl marshal of 
England and a large staff have been 
busy advising peers and -peeresses on 
matters of dregs and etiquette: while 
the ancient court of claims has been 
dealing with the privileges demanded 
by various bodies and individuals. It 
is no sinecure that the duke of Norfolk 
holds in his office of earl marshal. for 
he has to be a human encyclonedia on 
a subject which {s full of pitfalls for 
the unwary, where a mistake may cause 
endless trouble. & 

It is not generally known that the king 
will have to wear two crowns on corona- 
tion day, the first, in which he will go 
to Westminster abbey, being the !mperial 
crown, while the second is the one with 
which he will be crowned, Known as 
St. Edward’s crown. This crown was 
made for the coronation of Charlies IT. 
the one used at Charles I’s coronation 
having been sold during the civil wars. 

Will Robe at the Abbey. 

The king and queen will not ride from 
Buckingham palace in their coronation 
robes. It is not until they reach the 
abbey that they whl don these. Al- 
most immediately the king arrives at 
Westminster abbey the will proceed to 
the recognition chair, where the cere- 
mony of the recognition takes place. 
After this’ is over the king walks to the 
top of the altar, where the archbishop 
of Canterbury administers the oath, on 
which the king swears to govern the 
people according to the laws of the con- 
stitution. 

Next comes the anointment, after 
which St. Edward's crown is placed on 
the king's head, when the peers and 
peeresses put on their woronets and cry, 
“God Save the King.’’ 

The final scene in the coronation cere- 
mony is. the act of homage, which is 
gone though by the princes of the blood, 
the lords spiritual, and the lords tem- 
poral. The lords spiritual are the first 
to pay homage, which they do by repeat- 
ing the homage and kissing the sover- 
eign’'s hand. They are followed by ithe 
princes of the blood, who touch the king’s 
crown and kiss his cheek. The peers 
follow the example of the princes, except 
that instead of saluting on the cheek 
they do go on the hand. 

A Revival of Medieval Pageantry. 

When the ceremony in the abbey is 
over the king and queén will proceed in 
procession through tht city of London, 
in order to give their subjects an oppor- 
tunity of seeing them, and there will 
be a similar procession the following 
day also. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the coronation will be tht temporary 
revival of the gorgeous splendor and 
pageantry which characterized medieval 


“days, and the quafnt customs that will 


likewise be followed. 

Some of these customs are very curi- 
ous indeed, and seem strangely out of 
place in these up-to-date days. The mar- 
quis of Abergavenny, for instance, has 
proved his right to the position of chief 
butler, and for his fee he will receive 
“the remainder of all béeeves, muttons, 
calves, venisons, cheverels, and all other 
flesh and fowls.”’ Another quaint post 
is that of the pantler, or panneter, who 
receives the knives and forks as his fee. 
The king and queen’s palfreys, with their 
harness, the cloth of the king’s table, 
the cloth spread behind the king vat 
dinner, and the chines of all cranes and 
swans seryed up is the remarkable fee 
claimed by the duke of Norfolk for his 
services as earl marshal. 

Quaint Rights and Privileges. 

Turning from fees to rights and privi- 
leges we find that Lords Kingsale and 
Forester have an ancient privilege which 
allows them to retain their hats in the 


presence of the monarch, though they 


waived this right at the coronation of— 


Queen Victoria. The barons of the 
cinque ports are entitled to bear a canopy 
of cloth of gold over the sovereign dur- 
ing the procession; while another dis- 
tinctive privilege is that possessed by 
Lord Inchiquin, who may use the royal 
scarlet livery for his servants. A privi- 
lege of the same description is that of 
the earl of Erroll, hereditary lord high 
constable of Scotland. He may walk in 
the procession carrying a silver baton, 
with his own arms at one end and the 
king’s at the other. 

The staff of St. Edward, which is sup-~- 
posed to guide the footsteps of the mon- 
arch, will be borne by the earl of. Rox- 
feugeghe. It is said that at one time 
8 piece of the cross upon which our Lord 
was crucified was preserved in the ball 
at the end of the staff, but this story 
is probably apocryphal. 

Other emblems of the monarchy which 
will be carried in the procession are the 
two-handed sword of state, in charge of 
the earl of Huntingdon; the scepter and 
the dove, which the duke of Richmond 
and Gordon will carry; and the orb, which 
has been carried by the dukes of Somer- 
set for hundreds of years. 

One of the most picturesque features 


of the crowning ceremony was the king’s ;3'" 
champion, who appeared in armour and, a7? 


breathed defiance to any who dared to 
challenge the king’s right to reign, but, 
unfortunately, he will not be present in 
the approaching coronation. 

Horses That Will Take Part. 

Apropos of the coronation I shall, tell 
ef a visit recently to the royal mews at 
Buckingham, where is to be seen the\ fa- 
mous ‘“‘creams,’’ and King Edward's stgte 
carriage. It is necessary to be- arm 
with a permit from Major General Sir 
P. Ewart, K. C. B., the crown equerry, 
before one has the privilege of Deing con- 
ducted over the stables, which are built 
round a huge quadrangle and cover alto- 
gether some three acres of ground. 

Harness Is Brilliant. 

On one side of the quadrangle are the 
coach houses, and on the others the sta- 
bles and harness rooms. In “one of the 
latter is to be seen the state harness used 
for the famous “creams.” It is covered 
with red morocco, the leather being pro- 
fusely decorated with gold-plated metal 
facings of the most beautiful design afd 
workmanship. 

This set of. harness, which the ‘“‘creams’”’ 
will wear at the forthcoming coronation, 
was first used by Queen Victoria at_her 
jubilee procession in 1897. Almost as gor- 
geous is the set of black and gilt har- 
ness used by the prince and princess of 
Wales for the six “‘blacks,’’ animals which 
are almost as valuable and famous as 
the ‘“‘creams,’’ and which are generally 
brought into requisition when their royal 
highnesses go to levees, drawing rooms 
and other state functions. These horses 
will also take part in the coronation pro- 
cession in June. 

Altogether there are nearly a hundred 
and twenty horses kept at the royal sta- 
bles. The mafority of these, of course, 
are carriage horses, used for ordinary 
purposes by the different members of the 
royal family. All of them, however, are 
animals of the finest breed,: valued at 160 
to 200 guineas” each. The famous 
“creams” and “blacks,’’ and many other 
horses, too. are bred at the royal stud, 
Hampton Court. 

‘Creams’? Are Killed, Blacks Sold. 


It.is a fact not generally known, Dy- 
the-by, that when the “creams” reach 
about twenty years of age, and get too 
old to take part in the state processions 
in which they play so important a part, 
they are killed, and fresh animals brought 
from the royal stud at Hampton .Court. 
The “blacks,”’ however, are generally sold 
when they reach a certain age. 

Next to the stable in which these fa- 
mous horses are kept the carriage houses 
are probably the most interesting bulld- 
ings in the royal mews. In the first 
coach house which the writer entered 
was the state carriage in which the late 
queen went to the duke of York's wed- 
ding, and which will be used by the 
prince and princess of Wales at the cor- 
onation. This carriage ‘ghs wo one 
and a half tons, and is sometniu;. like 
fifty years old. It is made of oak and 
richly gflt after the manner of the fa- 
mous state carriage, although, of course, 
it does not bear comparison in other ways. 

Stage Coach 137 Years Old. 

Altogether the state carriage weighs 
over four tons and is 137 years old. It 
was built for the coronation of George 
III at a cost of something like £17,000. 
The allegorical paintings on the panels 
of the body of the carriage—the work of 
Cipriani, the famous history painter and 
designer—are said to have cost £9,000. 
King Edward, it will be interesting to 
note, will be the fifth sovereign who has 
been taken to be crowned in this carriage

jis the arrest of five suspects—among the 


five a young woman. 

The ‘“‘woman in the case’”’ has added 
a rather dramatic chapter to the story 
and interest now centers around her. for 
she is charged with being a female pick- 
pocket. She is young, she is pretty 
and she is smart. With tears in her dark 
brown eyes she bitterly denies that she | 
is guilty, but there are some things. 
connected with the case which cause the 
pretty suspect to smile, and when she 
does she shows a row of pearly white 
teeth which add. a fresh charm to her 
attractive features. 

Before the woman was taken in cus- 
tody there was a mystery about her, 
for the police could hear of her on all 
sides but could not locate her for several 
days. She was known as the ‘“‘mysterious 
woman at the telephone,’”’ 

So far there is little direct evidence 
against any of the persons under arrest 
to connect them with the pocket picking 
which has been: creating a sensation in 
the city for a week or ten days past. 
The detectives are still working on the 
casea and hope to get something by 
which to prove that the prisoners are 
members of one of the most notorious 
gangs of pickpockets that infest the 
country. 

Suspects Under Arrest. 

The persons under arrest on suspicion 
of being members of the pickpocket 
gang are registered at the police bar- 
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PHIL LEVY. one of the five sus- 
pects ‘who were photographed 
yesterday by order of chief of 
police. 
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racks as A. Morgan, Thomas Ford, 
Frank Carey, Phil Levy, Joe King and 
Miss Johnson. 

Mrs. Johnson states that her right 
name is Mrs. Morgan and says she is 
the wife of the Morgan under arrest. 

Frank Carey was the first person ar- 
rested and he was bound over by the 
recorde? on the charge of larceny from 
the person. He was said to be among 
the gang who snatched a diamond pin 
from William R. Roberts on a trolley 
car last week. 

A. Morgan, who afterwards said his 
name was Jim Morgan, was arrested at 
Piedmont park Friday night during the 
bicycle races. He says he isa telegraph 
operator from New Orleans. 

Thomas Ford, who is a man of iron 
gray hair and some nerve, was arrested 
at the same time and place as ‘Morgan. 
He has little to say and takes his ar- 
rest with philosophic patience. 

Phil Levy was arrested for having in 
his possession two railroad tickets which 
had been taken from a man’s pocket 
in Chattanooga. He says he is from Au- 
gusta, and came to Atlanta with an 
electmc show exhibiting on Decatur street. 

Jim King was arrested with Mrs. Mor- 
gan, as she calls herself, in a fashion- 
able boarding house in the city Saturday 
night. When asked where he was from 
he replied: 

“From heaven and I expect to 
back there some day.”’ 

Was a Mysterious Woman. 

Mrs. Morgan, or “Miss Johnson, was 
shadowed by detectives for two days. 
After the arrest of Morgan she telephoned 
to the police barracks several times, al- 
ways refusing to tell who she was or 
where she was at the time. She is said 
to have employed an attorney and to 
have carried on all her communications 
over the telephone. This caused her 
to be regarded as a mysterious charac- 
ter, but it finally put the officers on 
her track.

FOR THIS AFTERNOON 


Ti Is Thought That a Report Wili 
Be Made Recommending That 
Bids Shall Be Received 
for the Work. 


Interest in city halt circles this week 
centers on the action of the board of 


| health at its special meeting this after- 


noon when the question of farming out 
the street sweeping of the city will be de- 
cided. 

While none of the members of the 
special committee appointed to confer 
with Mr. Lester and report back to the 
board will vouchisafe any direct infor- 
mation relative to its report, it is gener- 
aly understood that a report will be 
agreed upon and that it will favor open- 
ing the matter to competitive bids, the 
lowest responsible bidder to get the con- 
tract. 

The special committee, which is com- 
posed of Dr . Bizzell, chairman; Dr. 
Benson, Dr. Vaughan and Wheel- 
er Mangum, will meet this afternoon at 
4:30 o’olock in executive session, at which 
time furtHer details of the report not now 
formulated will be gone over. At 5 o’clock 
the board will meet and take action. If 
it is decided to take the street. sweeping 
out of the hands of the sanitary depart- 
ment and giye it to private parties, bids 
will at once be called for. 

At present there is but one bid in— 
that: of the Lester Furnace Company. 
Their offer is to collect all city sweepings 
and garbage and deliver it to the crema- 
tory and cremate it for the sum of $80,000. 
In other words, the bid provides for sim- 
ply an addition to its present contract, 
which will hold good irrespective of what 
may be done with the sweeping question. 
Other bidders, if there are any, would 
simply submit proposals for the sweep- 
img of the streets and the delivery of the 
garbage to the Lester crematory. If an 
outside bidder secured the contract it 
would mean that the disposal of the 
city refuse would be in two hands. 

Important Question. 

The question is one that overshadows 
any problem the board of health has 
had to deal with in years, and the final 
solution of it will be looked forward to 
with interest. The wretched condition of 
the streets first caused the matter to 
be brought to the attention of the board. 
According to the statement of Chief Hope 
and others, it is practically impossible for 
the department to accomplish any more 
than it is now doing with the worn out 
machinery and equipment a tits com- 
mand. Al] of the street sweeping ma- 
Chines, which cost about $3800 aptece, are 
now so old and worn that they will 
not remove the dirt from the asphalt 
pavements, much less the belgian b‘ock 
streets. It would require brand new ma- 
chiens to do effectual work, so Chief Hope 
states, but the city did not appropriate a 
— sufficient to make this purchase pos- 

e. 

The fact that the streets are not kept 
clean and the further one that the city 
will not or does not appropriate suffi- 
cient funds to make it possible, is used 
as an argument that a private concern 
would do the work better. On the other 
hand, those who oppose the farming out 
of the contract claim that there is no 
reason why the work cannot be done just 
as cheaply by the city as by a private 
corporation. 

Work Begins at Once. 

Work on repairs for the city hall will 
probably begin today and will be rushed 
forward to a rapid completion. As stated 
_ bg omnia Constitution, all contracts 

ave been let and it is stipulated that 


the work shall be completed in thirty 
days.

Smaller Cities Show Extent 
of State’s Resources and 
Prosperity. 


MUCH WEALTH IS SHOWN 


IN FARMING SECTIONS | 


Although Recognized as the First 
Southern State in Mineral Rich- 
ness, Little Towns Demon- 
strate Great Thrift in 
Other Industries. 


, By Homer George. 

The extent of the resources of Alabama 
and the advanced prosperity of its many 
little cities is one of the most remarka- 
bly striking facts with which one may 
tecome impressed while traveling through 
it. I had lived in Birmingham for nine 
months and head studied -the state long 
end carcfully before I ever made a visit 
out of that city’s suburbs; but I was 
Breatly surprised by whet I found when 
I did get out in the country. It was far 
beyond what I had expected in every 
way. 

Of course, every one is more cr less fa- 
miliar with the mineral resources of the 
etate—with the fact of its being the lead- 
ing southern state in the manufacture of 
iron, steel, the mining of coal and the in- 
custries kin to these. Few states in the 
ertire covniry surpass it in the matter 
of these industries. Such facts every per- 
eon knows. 

But what I want to tel) you is of the 
farming rections, the cotton milling in- 
Gustries, the cotton seed industries and 
the other industries rot kindred to iron. 
Algo of the wonderfuly progreasive little 
towns of Alabama. I think I can truth- 
fully say few states in the south have 
€mall towns s» thoroughly up to date 
end progressiv2 as this. Few have pen- 
ple so alive to their own interests and so 
feeling of what is needed to cultivate 
the good-fellowship cf their reighbors. 
end to cultivate themselves. 


Progress in Small Towns. 


Probably what struck me more forcibly 
than anything else since i began ram- 
bling about the state some two months 
ago was the progressiveness of littid 
towns—places one had always heard call- 
ed ‘“‘one-horse.”’ And the first one I 
visited made this impressior as much as 
wny other I happened to strike during my 
roaming. This was Eutaw, a little place 
in Greene county with &84 inhabitants. 
It 's on the Alabama Great 
Southern, right on a ridge which marks 
the divisior of the plains of Alabama 
frcm the prairies cf the ‘‘black belt’ dis- 
trict. From a high point in the place 
cne may look south to the level black 
fands so rich that fertilizers aré unspoken 
words. To the north one may see the 
hills wherein are the deposits of coal and 
iron and which yield to the hand of tho 
farmer only when fertilizers are added 
to give false value to the soil. 

The place is built like many Georgia 
towns, all business houses iining the 
equare, in which is situated the court 
tive. Only there are about twenty of 
these business hceuses. The residence 
pcertion runs in every direction, covering 
the ridge with houscs, many of which 
would be creditabie to Atlanta’s Peach- 
tree. The’ bustress;men are all rea! bus- 
finess men, not sleepy or of the retro- 
gressive sort. There xre two barks in the 
town, cottor oi] mills, a cotton compress 
and warehouscs. 

But most of all, the towr has a first- 
class, modern electric light system and a 
fine water works system. The water 
vorks plant and electric light machinery 
ere all the property of a corporation, but 
the prices of the commodities cre eo low 
that nearly every person in the city takes 
advantage of the modern offcrirg and 
patronizes the company. The ‘ights fur- 
zished are first-class, and the weter is 
the finest I have ever fcund. It is pure 
and comes frem deep artesian wells. 

I am fairly familiar with Georgia towns, 
ana I daresay no country town Eutaw’s 
size within the state’s borders has such 
muarks of progress. 

A Fine Cotton Section. 

Another progressive little place is 
Uniontown. Its 1umber of inhabitants 
is slightly larger than that of Eutaw, 
but it is the equal] of the former in the 
question of progress. It is situated in the 
“black belt’”’ and is surrecunded by as 
fine cotton section as is to be found in 
the entire south. The place has a cotton 
n-ill, a cotton seed oil mili, warehouses 
and compress. Al! its cotton is brought 
in on wagons. 

The people of the town are thoroughly 
alive to the needs of a cotton market. 
‘i hey have a cotton exchange operated at 
al’ times with direct connections with 
“New Orleans and the eust. The volume 
of business done ir this 1,100-persons town 
is quite large and compares favorably 
with that done by many other larger 
places. The city owns its own water 
works plant which supplies excellent wa- 
ter from deep artesian wells It also 
owns an electric ‘ight plant, equipped in 
@ modern manner. Altogether it is one 
of the most progressive towns to be found

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Down at Demopolis is to be found an- 
cther live town with all improvements 
found in many cities. This place is larger 
ana is filled with manufacturing plants 
from a half million dollar cement factory 
to large lumber concerns and _ cotton 
mills. It is rapidly attracting attention 


.of investors—probably more so than any 


other place in the state which has not 
iron to offer as an inducement for in- 
vestments. 

There are a number cf these smaller 
Places which make one marve! at their 
progressiveness. Notably among those 
rot mentioned at more length is Greens- 
bcro, the home cf Qaptain Richmond 
I’earson Hobson. 

The places mentioned are in the south- 
ern portion of the state, but in the east- 
err part are to be found other progres- 
sive tcwns which have attractions of their 
own. Take Sylacauga, for instance. This 
place is between Birmingham and Co- 
lumbus and has dess than a thousand in- 
habitants. Yet it has electric lights and 
mcdern conveniences. it has a _ 10,009 
spindie cotton mill which has always paid 
excellent dividends. It has two banks, a 
knitting miil, a roller precess fiouring 
p:ant, fifteen large merchandise estab- 
lishments and one of the finest hotels in 
the state. The latter is two stories in 
height, built upon modern plans and 
equipped with steam heat, eleciric lights 
ano such conveniences. 

A Historic Marble Quarry. 

Just below this place is a large marble 
quarry where the bicck of marble from 
Alubama which rests in the Washington 
menumetut was cut. The laborers about 
the plac2 have another means of making 
money, which is burning cnarcoal. ‘This 
latter industry brings a iarge sum of 


r:oney into the couaty each month. An-. 


other .attractive feature of th place is 
it is all home capital and home industry 
which has built it up to its present stan- 
dird. 

On the Samo road is found Alexander 
City, one of tne liveliest towns in the 
slate. it is a place with industries, has 
thirty stores, cotton mills and oil mills, 
tcgether with many other essentials to a 
thriving town. In this town is three 
banks, all of which pay geod dividends 
on investments 

Not far distant from the town is a gold 
mining outfit which is being worked ex- 
tensively. The plant for crushing ore at 
this place ccst more than $25,000. In the 
same county, Tallapoosa. are cther gold 
mining plants in operaticn. 

i have visited a number of other places 
in my ramblings, all of which were at- 
tractive, more or less; and I only men- 
tion these because they happen to come 
first to mind. They merely serve to show 
that not only are there in the state many 
live towns built in booms, but many 
equally live towns bu'lt slowly in sections 
not suppcerted in any way by mineral re- 
sources. They serve as examples of what 
rright be done, and a visit to them by 
some residents of Georgia towns would 
doubtless resul: in a bettering of condi- 
tions in such places. 

While I would not say anything dis- 
paraging of any Georgia town, vet it 
certainly seems that Alabama lcads when 
it comes to progressiveness of her small 
towns.

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CAPITOL STAYS 


AT FRANKFORT 


Site of Kentacky’s State House Will 
Not Be Changed. 


A NEW COUNTY IS CREATED 


Named for Goverror Beckham, and 
Brings the State’s Total Num- 
ber to 120—Extra Session 
of Legislature Seems 
Imperative. 


Lexington, Ky., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Kentucky’s capitol is not to be moved 
after all. Efforts have been made to re- 
move the capito] from Frankfort at/nearly 
every session of the legislature for a 
quarter of a century. Advocates of re- 
moval were confident that at this session 
the thing would be accomplished. They 
realized that it is now or never, since it 
has become necessary to replace the old 
buildings with more modern and up-to- 
date architecture. 

Recently there was instituted a substi- 
tute bill asking that the removal question 
be referred back to the people. This bill 
was defeated, and now another substitute 
bill, with provisions more pleasing to the 
taxpayers, has been introduced, and that 
it will pass over the hard fight which 
will be made against it is almost a cer- 
tainty. This new bill provides for an ap- 
propriation not to exceed one million dol- 
lars to be raised by setting apart annual- 
ly 1 cent out of the state tax levy on each 
$100 of assessed property. The work is to 
be carried on by a board of state house 
commissioners of five members, three of 
which are to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, no two of them from the same 
congressional district. They are to be 
paid a salary not exceeding $75 per month, 
and ure to give bond in the sum of 35,000 
each, which shal] be approved by the 
governor. 

New County Created. 

A bill has been introduced into the state 
senate and reported favorably by the 
committee creating RBeckham county. 
This will give Kentucky 120 instead of 119 
counties. The name is given in honor of 
the state’s youngest governor—J. C. W. 
Beckham. It will be made up from parts 
of Carter, Lewis and Elliott. Olive Hill 
will be made the county seat. In politics, 
the new ccunty will be democratic. It 
will be located in the sixth congressional 
district, where the vote between the tw92 
dominant political parties has been very 
close fer years. Republicans claim that it 
is a scheme of ‘the democrats to make 
certain of this congressional district by 
putting in power democrats in the new 
county. 

Paducah has abandoned its effort to be- 
come a second-class city. In the attempt 
of the officials in Lexington, Covingtgn 
and Newport, the other. second-class 
cities, to have their terms of office ex- 
tended through tbe bill making Paducah 
a second-class city, the citizens of the 
county of which Paducah is the county 
seat, have awakened to the fact that the 
officers of second-class cities draw 
nearly twice as much money in 
salaries as do those of the _ third 
class, and they, therefore, have 
abandoned the fight. The bill extend- 
ing the terms of office for the mayors 
of Lexington, Covington and Newport, in 
order that Paducah might come in on 
even terms, has been sidetracked. 

There are but two weeks more of the 
present session of the legislature, and 
there are 700 bilis that have been intro- 
duced and not acted upon. It is now 
almost certain that there will have to be 
an extra session, since it will be im- 
pcssible to pass the necessary measures 
within the time allotted. These include 
the capitol removal bill. the revenue bill, 
the house of reform bill. the asylum im- 
provement bl, etc. 

Kentucky’s Oil Fever. 

Kentucky is now at fever heat over the 
oil development in the southern and east- 
«crn parts of the state. On Little Rich- 
land creek, in Knox county, two wells

Thousands of dollars are 
going into the treasuries of the various 
companies, and unless the boom is check- 
ed by failure before many weeks Ken- 
tucky promises to rival West Virginia 
and even Pennsylvania as an oil producing 
state. The product is quite similar to 
that of Pennsylvania, and claimed to be 
superior to West Virginia, Indiana or 
Texas.

Meets Atlanta's Park Board. 


MAY BE ASKED TODO WORK 


Mr. Olmsted Is the Most Prominent 
Authority in fhe Country in 
His Profession—Some of 
His Work. 


John ©. Olmsted, of New. York, one of 
the foremost landscape gardeners in the 
country, has been in the city for the 
past few days in «<onsultation with Joel 
Hurt in regard to making extensive im- 
provements On certain property owned by 
him. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Hurt invited 
Mr. Olmsted to meet the members of the 
park board at Grant park and a thorough 
inspection of the place was made. Mr. 
Olmsted was greatly pleased with the 
natural beauty of the park and said 
it had infinite possibilities of greater 
beauty. 

Mr. Olmsted left the city last night, 
but will return in a few months for a 
brief business trip. At that time it is 
more than probable that the park 
board will ask him to draw’ designs and 
suggest plans for \beautifying the park 
and laying out a definite scheme which 
will harmonize the driveways and 
walks. ff this is done the city will 
get the benefit of advice coming from 
the foremost authority on parks in the 
country. 

Jahn C. Olmsted and his brother, Fred- 
erick Law Olmsted, Jr., now have in 
charge the largest parks and public im- 
provements in this country. They are 
now at work on the beautifying of the 
Harlem river up to and heyond the Grant 
monument on which millions of dollars 
have been spent. Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, the father of the present members 
of the firm, layed out Prospect park in 
Philedelphia, :Central park in New York, 
and several Chicago, Buffalo, Louisville 
and Washington parks. He was a close 
friend of the late John Wellborn Root, 
of Chicago, supervising architect of the 
World's fair, and the two men worked 
together in planning the grounds of the 
World's fair in that city.

NOTABLE ADDRESS MADE 
“BY 6, CAMPBELL MORGAN 


Well-Known London Divine Spoke at 
3 O'Clock in the Afternoon, De- 
livering a Sermon Which 
Was Pronounced One 
of His Strongest. 


The dedication of the new Tabernacle 
Bible instftute building at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, a sermon by Rev. G. 
Campbell Morgan at the Tabernacle at il 
o’clock, an address by Rev. G. Campbell 
Morgan at the Tabernacle at 3:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and two services at 
the Tabernacle last night, one led by 
Dr. Dixon and the other by Rev. G. R. 
Bisby, of Fort Gaines, was the closing 
record, of the fourth Tabernacle Bible 
conference yesterday. 

It is estimated a thousand people or 
more were turned from each of the three 
services at the Tabernacle vesterday. 
Many remained#in the building all day 
to retain their places. 

The climax of the services was the 
magnificént offering contributed at the 11 
o'clock service, led by Rev. G. Campbell 
Morgan. Dr. Morgan was asked to dedi- 
cate the new Bible institute pullding, and 
before doing so he asked the congregation 
to contribute $1,000 to finish paying for 
the building that it might be dedicated 
free from debt.

The word 
feeling occurs but three times in the 
New Testament, and twice in a bad 
sense, Faith and repentance occur about 
seventy-five times. So God certainly did 
not lay stress on feeling. If you object 
to excitement and want to find a church 
cool enough for you, you can find such a 
church in Atlanta. I have been trying to 
find a temperature that suits the devil. 
“Another says, I don’t understand how 
I can be born again. Take the example 
of the seed. It comes up and the ox eats 
it and then the ox is killed, man eats the 
meat. and the animal in a sense gets 
into the brain of man. It !s a Ife that 
comes down from above and takes us 
up into Christ's life.

F Baseball Magnates to Gather in At- 
lanta for Business. 


NEW RULES MAY BE ADOPTED 


Umpires Will Be More Strict in 
_ Keeping Down “Kicking” This 
Year—Progress of Atlanta’s 
Team—News of Southern 
and Other Leagues. . 


The Southern League baseball mag- 
nates will meet In Atlanta next Saturday 
and Sunday, March 16 and 16. President 
J. B. Nicklin, of Ohattanooga, has issued 
a call for a meeting to be held at the 
Kimball house. The committee on scued- 
ules and bylaws and constitution will 
meet on Saturday, and the league direc- 
tors on the day following. 

The catl as tssued by President Nick- 
lin reads as follows: 

“The next meeting of the Bouthern As- 
sociation of Baseball Clubs will be held in 
the city of Atlanta, Ga., on March 165 
and 16, with headquarters at the Kimball. 

“The committee on schedules and by- 
laws and constitution will meet on the 15th 
and the association on the 16th, and as 
this will be the last meeting before the 
season opens I haope each club will be rep- 
resented and have everything ready that 
they want to bring before the associa- 
tion. JOHN B. NICKLIN.” 

New Rules May Be Adopted. 
. The magnates of the American League 
at the Detroit meeting last week adopt- 
ed the changes in the playing rules rec- 
ommended by the Buffalo conference of 
last month, with the exception of the 
foul strike rule; which will be the same 
as it was last season. The most impor- 
tant of these recommendations is the one 
providing that the umpire shall call a 
\ bait on the pitcher each time he delays 
the game by failing to deliver the ball 
to the batsman when he has been in po- 
sition for more than 20 seconds. An ex- 
ception is made, however, in case of the 
first batsman in each inning, when the 
pitcher may occupy not more than one 
minute in delivering not to exceed five 
balls to one of the. basemen for the pur- 
pose of warming up. 

It is very likely that these same rules 
will ‘be used the coming season in the 
Southern League, as the Southern League 
last season adopted the rules in use by 
the American League.’ 

J. B. Nicklin, president of the South- 
ern League, has announced that the um- 
pires who have been appointed for the 
coming season must act in concert with 
a view to stamping out illegai kicking. 


All of the umpires have been heard from 


on this subject since their appointment, 
and the conclusion reached is that pa- 
trons always approve of clean ball. The 
umpires have finally resolved to adhere 
to the rules and they will be enforced 
without fear or favor in 1902. 

The Memphis fans say Dusty Rhodes, 
who is claimed by several league clubs, 
has a reputation to maintain and there- 
fore does not propose doing anything dis- 
ecreditable. He will keep faith with the 
officials of the Memphis Baseball Asso- 
ciation, and no other club will get his 
signature unless approved by it. 

Harry MelIntyre, who is reported to 
have signed with the New Yorks, has 
attached his name to a Shreveport con- 
tract. 

Cincinnati claims to have signed Frank 
Hulsemanh, who 1 the Southern League 
in hitting last seagBon, but George Reed, 
manager of the Shreveport team, says he 
received Hulseman’s signed contract No- 
vember 6, and.that he will surely play 
with Shreveport again in 1902, 

A Bouquet for Pabst. 

The Nashville News says: ‘Atlanta’s 
franchise will be handled by Ed Pabst, 
‘who last season raised an abaormal 
amount of dust in the Sacramento val- 
ley and landed the bunting for his Golden 
Gate followers. The San Francisco team 
was the best that ever played on the Pa- 
cific coast, winning the pennant under 
Pabst’s management two seasons in suc- 
cession. While Peter will be the owner 
of the Atlanta franchise, Pabst will have 
full charge of selecting the team. He has 
already shown his ability by bringing 
with him from the west many of the best 
men who thelred him land the pennant 
for San Francisco. When this bunch 
who have sported near the Golden Gate 
make their invasion of the peach belt of 
Georgia there will be something doing in 
the horse hide market.”’ 

Pat Flaherty, who umpired awhile in 
the Southern League last season, says 
he best pitcher in the Southern League 
Of 19011 was Weldon Henley, who has sign- 
ed with the Atlanta club, which will be 
managed by Eddie Pabst. He is a natur- 
al ball player, and would be valuable to 
a major league team. Outside the pitch- 
er position he has skill, speed and stami- 
na, and he'll go it at as fast a pace in 
the last as in the opening inning.

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“Pinkie” Hunter Following His Pace on the Coliseum Track. 


RIDERS MEET IN SWIFT 
CONTEST TUESDAY NIGHT 
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Old-Time Rivals, Will Ride 
Three Five Mile Motor Paced Heats on the 
Coliseum Track. 


The second of the motor paced cycle 
races occurs at the Coliseum tomorrow 
night, when Frank Cadwell, of Hartford, 
who holds the championship of his na- 
tive state, will ride three 5-milé heats 
against Jimmie Hunter, at one time the 
amateur champion in paced events, 

In many respects the race will be fully 
as exciting as that between Walthour 
and Leander. The men are evenly match- 
ed, and the fact that they are old-time 
rivals wit lend additional interest to the 
race. Several years ago when they were 
both amateurs these men figured in sev- 
eral fierce contests. The spirit of rival- 
ry which was engendered then has not 
lessened with the flight of time as Cad- 
well says that he would rather beat Hun- 
ter than anybody else on earth and Hun- 
ter says me same thing in régard to Cad- 
well. 

Hunter will be paced by R. G. Bennett, 
of Lincoln, Nebr., while Eli Winesett, 
Bobby Walthour’s manager and pacema- 
ker, will ride the motor ahead of Cad- 
well. 

The riders will start from opposite 
sides of the track, the starting points be- 
ing equally distant apart. They will go 
away from a fiying start. Timers and 
judges for each rider will be stationed 
at each tape. The time of each competi- 
tor is taken separately, and in event of 
a close decision the time will decide the 
winner. Each man finishes his 5 miles 
at the tape from which he starts. He is 
not compelled to catch the other rider, 
but may win the race by a yard, provid- 
ing he finishes. his 6 miles first. The 
riders are started on opposite sides of 
the track to prevent danger always pres- 
ent when two riders are together with 
their accompanying motors, in such a 
race as this and on so steep, a wei 
track with such narrew turns, 

The Pacemaker’s Work. 

To a rider in a motor paced race much 
depends upon the pacemaker. The fol- 
lower of motor pace sendsto the farther. 
most points of the earth to secure the 
right “nan to pace him. Many riders who 
are experts are annually brought to 
America from Europe to pace riders in 
this country. European stars who come 
to America bring their own pacemakers, 
men who thoroughly understand their 
whims and caprices and who will work 
faithfully in their mterest. A pacema- 
ker must be an henest man above all 
things, and each nMder is very careful to 
select for his pace men of unquestioned 
reliability, men upon whom he may de- 
pend in all emergencieg. 

The motor which a man follows must 
conform to certain rules which are pre- 
scribed by the National Cycling Associa- 
tion, which has absolute control over all 
the riders? The motor bicycle must not 
be over 8 inches in width in the frame 
and not over 20 incltes in width in the 
handle bars. The reason for these re- 
strictions must be apparent. F\very inch 
added to the width of a motor @cycle is 
seconds gained in speed. Every inch 
added to the width of a pacemaker -is 
seconds gained owing to the added wind 
resistance. Thus it is that motor men 
are almost invariably extraordinarily 
large men, for it is. such that are al- 
ways sought for the motors. Walthour 
believes that in Winesett he has a man 
who provides him with the extreme pro- 
tection owing to the size and width of 
that gentleman. 

Behind the motor there is a certain 
suction. The machine and the man pro- 
tect the rider from the winds which are 
created when he is traveling at a gait of 


409 miles an hour, or even much less. 
Once the rider who is following the mo- 
tor closely drops back a few feet from 
his pacemaker the wind catches him and 
he is biown from his position and ground 
is lost very rapidly. When a motor bi- 
cycle switches round the banks as did 
Walthour’s on Friday evening, the rider 
following is thrown to one gide in the 
same manmtief as is a boy in cracking the 
whip. He is thrown from the vortex cre- 
ated by the bicycle and its rider, and 
thus comes into the wind, which rapid- 
ly blows him back. 

: Winesett’s Mistake. 

The pace follower keeps his eves glued 
to the revolving rear tire of the. motor 
machine, and never glances to the right 
nor the left. He is supposed to ride his 
race through the front man, who uses 
headwork or fails to use it. according as 
iis ability is. Manager Winesett has been 
accused of losing the race for Walthour, 
and was rsponsibl2 for the loss, inasmuch 
es he failed to use his own head in the 
last heat, following too closely the direc- 
tions of Walthour, whe ordered him to 
pass Leander. Right there is where 
Winesett should have followed his own 
best thoughts and remained back of 
Leander, who was going too fast to he 
passed. But he attempted to go by, and 
Walthour was shaken from his pace and 
ground was lost at a valuable time. Wine- 
sett could not control his motor in the 
proper way, so found it impossible to 
shut off the power, pick his man up, and 
so inzrease the power as to start him 
going again at speed. There are men who 
are able to do this, but Winesett failed 
lamentably Friday ew ning. 

The expert motor ran will so ride the 
track as to guide hs man round the 
banks and into the straights with as lit- 
tle switching as possible. He will ride a 
little wide on the Stretches. come into the 
ban about the same distance from the 
pole, dip down to the pole and come out 
into the stretch just alittle wide. Differ- 
ent tracks must be ridden differently, and 
the knowledge which the motor man gains 
in training and in racing on the tracks 
of the country is his stock in trade, in 
addition to his nerve, which he must have 
with him at all times. Motor men, as a 
rule, are fatalists, and care not for their 
own lives ut all. They believe that the 
accident will happen to the other fellow 
and not to themselves. and that, happen 
though it dces, thev will not pass to the 
beyond unlers it is their time to do so. 
Pace followers believe the same way, for 
they risk their necks regularly in their 
calling. 

Motor paced racing is more _ interest- 
ing than unpacec racing, because it is 
immeasureably faster. much more exX- 
citing and a lot more dangerous. 

In the race of tomorrow night there will 
be seen two of the most daring of all 
the followers of motor pace—men who 
forget all fear in a race—men who ride 
to the very limit of their speed, finishing 
their ride oftentimes unable to dismount 
from their wheel. Such is the reputation 
of Hunter, such the reputation of Ca‘- 
well, and, inasmuch as the feeling be- 
tween the pair is very high now owing 
to some old-time grievances from their 
amateur days, the race promises to be a 
fight from the gun fire to the finish. 

Little men are oftentimes the leaders 
in pace following, as they hug closer to 
their pacemakers, being able to get down 
lower on their wheels and thus escape the 
wind which flies round both sides of the 
pacemaker, over his head and up from 
under the wheel. The little man has a 
manifest advantage over the large man 
as a pace follower. Both Hunter and 
Cadwell are small, and in their appearance 
cn the track are pleasing riders. Their 
work in the six-day race made both pop- 
ular in Atlanta. In addition to the paced 
event, there will be several other races.

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“TI made a tour of inspection of the 
new federal prison yesterday,’ remarked 
the hotel clerk, “and I want to spy that 


the very beginning was the splendM 
discipline Warden Hawk has established 
among his men. Tilhe guards aj] salute 
their officers ard each other and the 
whole place seems pervaded by that 
military epirit which a stranger,. not 
accustomed to the governmental red tap?, 
would expect to find at a military post 
but not at a prison. 

“The guards all have their new uni- 
forms and caps and are a fine looking 
set of men. There are a@ good many 
things yet to be done inside the prison 
and. a gang of workmen are rapidly put- 
ting on the finishing touches. Within 
a month’s time there will be a number 
of improvements. I was told by one 
of the guards who acted as guide to 
a party of sightseers—of which I hap- 
pened to be one—that the underground 
bins for vegetables would be ready in a 
short while. AH of these are 
provided with cold storage apparatus 
and during the Rot’ summer months car 
loads of potatoes, onions and the like 
will be kept in as fine condition as they 
would’ be if packed in some cold storage 
vault in the city. 

“Speaking of guides reminds me of one 
of the guards, George H. Marvin, who 
when he is not acting as guide, is in 
the chief clerk’s office. Mr. Marvin has 
the happy faculty of knowing just what 
is interesting about the building and has 
a knack of explaining. everything to the 
sightseer in an entertaining way. Since 
the federal prison was formally opened 
it has been visited by many thousand 
people. It frequently happens that as 
many as a thousand will go through the 
building in a single day. An average of 
several ‘hundred car be counted on each 
day. As soon as a half dozen or more 
persons arrive they are made mMto a tour- 
ing party and the trip through the tuild- 
ing begins. 

“A guard is placed in charge and he 
pilots the visitors through the various 
departments, keeping up, as the party 
proceeds, a lively taik- about the build- 
ing and its contents. Warden Hawk, 
who, by the way, is very genial and 
acecmmodating, deserves a good deal of 
praise for the way in which he 
entertains visitors. His men are cour- 
teous and obliging and show people here 
and there, all the time answering a 
hundred different questions,.as if they 
enjoyed it all. To my way of thinking 
ing, it must get morotonovs after a while 
to be piloting a party of inquisitive 
strangers over such a big building as 
the federal prison is. The place is 
well worth seeing and when one comes 
away he is apt to muse over the things 
he has seen and heard and have a better 
opinion of Uncle Sam and the way he 
looks after his own employees and the 
men who, having transgressed the laws, 
he takes good care of. and keeps them 
out of other mischief.’’ 

“T observe from ‘the papers,’’) said the 
theatrical press agent, ‘“‘that when Lil- 
lian Russell’s contract with Weber and 
Fields expires next year she will be 
under the management of David Belasco 
for five or six seasons.

FOR PROTECTION 
OF FINE CATTLE 


Department ef Agriculture Will Take 
Steps te This End. 


INOCULATION MAY BE TRIED 


Loss to Exhibitors at Charleston 
* Was About $25,000 from Dis- 
eases Contracted There by 
Fine Stock—Oonference 
Will Be Held. 


The department of agriculture will prob- 
ably take steps to see if something can- 
not be done to prevent the spread of cat- 
tle diseases in central and southern Geor- 
gia. Considerable attention has been de- 
voted to the northern part of the state 
in the neighborhood of the government 
quarantine line, but it is deemed neces- 
sary to take precautionary measures 
throughout the state. 

The necessity for attention to this mat- 
ter has been brought more forcibly to the 
department as the result of the losses 
sustained by cattle growers at the 
Charleston exposition. It is estimated 
that between $20,000 and $30,000 worth of 
fine cattle’ was lost from diseases con- 
tracted at the exposition while the ant- 


mals were on exhibition there. 
Commissioner O. B. Stevens received a 
fetter yesterday from I. C. Wade, land 
agent of the Southern railway, calling his 
attention to this fact, and suggesting that

He said 
the department had done its best to en- 
courage the live stock industry in the 
state, especially the raising of beef cattle 
for the market. Georgia is behind some 
of the border states in this industry, and 
it is necessary that everything possible 
be done in order to encourage it. 
Commissioner Stevens concluded by sug- 
gesting a conference on the subject. It 
is probable Mr. Wade will take up the 
matter with the department in this way 
with a view to the more efficient protec- 
tion of cattle in Georgia and in the south.
